Follow my advice, and I warrant thee ſucceſs. Let every one of thy Scholazs {for the 
beſt thou haſt, ſhall leara that here which he knew not; neither needeth he any other 
| for Engliſh) provide and uſe thee books; then divide thy Scholars into 2, 3,or 4.ſorts
